Dr. John J. Melivaine gave the in ­ 
vocation. and the speaker was intro­ 
duced by Dr. Wilbur E Flannery 
Members voted on a new addition 
to the board of directors last eve­ 
ning, and the board will name a 
new president before the next m eet­ 
ing November 24. when Gen. Henry 
J, Reilly will be the speaker and

vanced, he stated, to promote this 
latsing peace. 
One is that we must 
promote world brotherliness, good 
will and cooperation among nations. 
Another proposal is that America 
take over the world and run it for 
our own good. This would result m 
the 
United States becoming just 
as much hated as Hitler is, he as­ 
serted. 
We would simply become 
receivers 
of 
imperial 
bankruptcy. 
The third is a world organization 
of governments. 
The last proposal could be effect­ 
ed either by revamping the League 
of Nations, organizing a regional 
federation of governments, or or­ 
ganizing a world federation of gov­ 
ernments. 
Dr. 
Nash 
presented 
arguments 
and criticisms of the first two forms, 
and then turning his attention to a 
world federation, cited the fact th at 
following the close oi the Revolu­ 
tionary war no group of states were 
as widely divergent in thought, race 
and religion as the 13 original col­ 
onies. yet they molded a govern­ 
ment which has lasted over a period 
of 150 years and has been one cf 
the miracles of the history of gov­ 
ernments. 
Such a world government, he said, 
must 
have the power to control 
whatever 
affects 
the 
safety 
and 
welfare of ail nations. 
In our own 
government, each state has the right 
to control certain functions, exclu­ 
sive 
of 
federal 
interference, 
but 
anything which interferes with the 
rights of other states or peoples 
comes under Federal jurisdiction. 
He also cited the Swiss republic 
as an example of splendid govern­ 
ment, where this tiny nation, su r­ 
rounded on 
three 
sides 
by 
the 
French. German and Italian n a ­ 
tions. all widely divergent in their 
views, has withstood the ravages cf 
time and international intrigue. 
If we do not adopt a Federal 
world government, we will revert to 
an Anglo-American empire, and em ­ 
pires do not prove successful, he 
stated. 
One of the trite sayings of the 
past year has been that the world 
is in “the greatest crisis in its his­ 
tory”, and such things drive people 
to pessimism. The Chinese referring 
to such a crisis use a word “W a-gee“ 
a compound word meaning “d a n ­ 
ger. 
opportunity” . 
He 
said 
that 
when we have a time of peril, then 
is the best time to do something 
about it. We are in a molten world, 
one on fire, he stated in conclusion, 
and this is the time w’e can mold 
it into something that will with­ 
stand.
